Plenty of pi'oi)!^ who Inck tiir iiKilily to sfi- all 
gules to a proposition i-an lio louml to lifclaim the 
merits of the "jitney buses" which arc coiapcliiiK 
with the stroet ears in not a Ti-w uitifs. In n 
period of n, lal (l»'pr«'.ssit)n. wiii'ii tiie aveniK*' 
street ear tuiiii)aiiy is hard preHsed to make both 
ends meet, the autobuses are cutting into revenues 
in anytbinK but a i)lcfisjitil inanniT. 'I'lic auto Inis 
has been one of the big 1 horns in tlie Hide of tiie 
rauniuipally owned tramways of London, and 
given as the reaBon wliy tlie tramways were per- 
sistent money bisers. Tlic auto Ims pays no spe- 
cial taxes or license fees, in most eases, and gen- 
erally uses the tracks and pavements paid for 
by the street railway. The driver, often, is 4m 
indei)! ndcuf ojx-rator content to earn a small mar- 
giu over tiie cost of repairs and gasoline. He is 
able to take the cream of the businen and leav<; 
the long hauls and the light-traffie routes to thi 
railway company. I'artieularly on the i'acifie 
coast iias the "jitiuy bus"' started to olfcr seri- 
ous competition to the transportation lines, and 
the lattrr iiie <'oiiiplaiuiug over tlie obvious un- 
fairness involved. 

California legislators have already discovered 
■ an annoyipg rty in the ointment, otherwise con- 
sidered so pleasing to the peopb' jiiid so discom- 
forting to the "big corporations." it lies in the 
•ffect which the jitney competition is going to 
have on the taxes ])aid tiie state by the uilian rail- 
ways. Senator lienediet of lios .\ii;;eb's is icport- 
ed as saying: "We have got to regulate liie jit- 
ney buses some way. They are taking a vast 
amount of business away from the street car com 
panies, which pay their taxes to the state on a 
.basis of their gross earnings. Jt is reported tluit 
the state will lose $150,000 in taxes because of the 
loss of this busiiitss. .\nd they must bf rejrulated 
as to safety. In liOs Angeles tiiu jitneys liave 
caused more accidents and killed more people 
than all the other automobiles put lo<;i'tlier. " 

Therefore, a bill has bem introduce d in the Cal- 
il'oruia Jjegislatui'e declaring liie auto luises to be 
common carriers and prescribing a tax upon them 
similar to that paid by the street railways.
